Circle of Masks Kicks Off Parade the Circle at CMA’s Shaker Square Location 


CLEVELAND, OH (April 7, 2006) — Preparations for the 17" annual Parade the Circle, presented by the 
Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA), will begin at CMA’s Shaker Square location when it presents Circle of 
Masks on Sunday, April 23, 2006. Circle of Masks will introduce the audience to this year’s parade theme 
Seny/Rauxa, exploring and celebrating the theme’s many potential ramifications through performance and visuals. 

This free festival is offered from | to 4 p.m. and is inspired by the life and art of Catalonia, Spain. 
Normally conducted at the Museum in University Circle, this year’s Circle of Masks will be held at CMA’s 
Shaker Square location at 13100 Shaker Square. Visitors are invited to stop in for this free event. 

The public is invited to join the mask-making festivities by creating masks with Parade artists Abby Maier 
(Seny, natural wisdom) and Debbie Apple-Presser (Rauxa, exuberant spirit). The artists will offer assistance in 
creating the masks during the mask making workshops from 1 to 3:15 p.m. 

Visitors are also invited to view free movement performances by MorrisonDance from 1 to 4 p.m. From 1 
to 3 p.m., the company will present Spirits Released, improvisational, interactive performances with masks by 
Scott Radke. Circle of Masks will come to a close with the Finale at 3:30 p.m. which includes dances from The 


Mad Mask Maker of Maigh Eo, a play by Christopher Johnston. 


17 Annual Parade the Circle Coming June 10 
An art parade coupled with activities, entertainment, more than 50,000 spectators and 2,000 participants, this year’s 
Parade the Circle is sure to engage and delight those in attendance.
